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Task force study ready 


School closing may be recommended

Some word may be released 
Monday on the findings of the citizens’ 
task force assigned to study the 
feasibility of operating all 11 
elementary schools in the Romulus 
Community School District next year. 

The Romulus Board of Education is 
expected to make some recom- 
mendations on whether two 
elementary schools now under con- 
struction in the city need to be opened 
to provide education. 

According to Romulus School Supt. 
James Garfield, the findings of the 
entire study, which was to cover the 
cost of operating buildings and the 
possible need for increased millage in 


the community, never may be 
released. 

‘ 4 The board may speak to one 
specific recommendation and not 
open the entire study to the public/’ 
Garfield said. 

Expected to be covered in the study 
is the highly controversial suggestion 
that at least three of the district’s 
oldest elementary schools — Hayti, 
Romulus and Gordonier — be closed 
and their operations merged into the 
newer and larger facilities. 

The Romulus Roman has learned 
that at least two suggestions of action, 
include closing the schools, with one 
suggestion covering all three of the 
older schools and another suggesting 
that Romulus Elementarv School and 


Hayti be closed. 

Another school which may be af- 
fected by the study, but which may not 
have been included in the findings, 
according to a source close to the 
study committee, is Beverly 
Elementary School. 

The closing of Rortiulus and Beverly 
Elementary Schools, if recom- 
mended, could be controversial 
because those two schools contain the 
largest black student population in the 
district. 

A recommendation to close both 
would force a majority of the black 
students in the district to be bused to 
other facilities. 

Garfield said although the board 
would not release the entire finding of 


the study committee, he learned that 
the committee did not address itself to 
the need for increased millage in the 
district. 

“No one seems to be able to put a 
handle on the millage question,” 
Garfield added. “We estimate that the 
district will lose $750,000 in property 
tax revenue with the change in the 
state law to eliminate personal 
property from consideration for 
property tax, but with that new law 
and the uncertainty of state aid facing 
us, it’s difficult for even school of- 
ficials to speculate on the means to 
recoup the cost.” 

According to Garfield, state aid 
payments to the district, if sent out 
ne?ct year by Lie Legislature, will be 


three to four months late because of 
the change in the state’s fiscal year 
from a July-July operation to a July- 
October, or 15-month function, during 
fiscal 1976. 

It means the State Legislature will 
not be required to have state aid 
language finalized until after the 
school year has started. 

“State aid will be critical this year 
because of the change in the tax 
structure,” Garfield said. “But it 
won’t be there immediately.” 

In the past, school officials had 
indicated that aid payments from 
state aid packages approved in time 
for a Jply budget came at too slow a 
pace to avoid borrowing money for 
operations early in the school year. 


Gariield indicated that the 
borrowing to cope with expenses may 
have to last longer with a delay in 
state aid approval. 

At present millage levels, with the 
change in the tax structure to 
eliminate personal property as a 
taxable item on local property taxes, 
school officials fear the total loss will 
be 14 percent in revenue frpm local 
taxpayers. 

The state had agreed to increase 
state aid by 6 perpent next year to 
cover losses in personal property, but 
the change leaves a large money gap. 

“We ll most likely need millage, 
and will be asking for it,” Garfield 
said. “But the figures have to be 
worked out.” 


In Romulus ' 

Postal service cut 


Only a few months after the U.S. 
Postal Service informed Romulus 
officials it would be constructing a 
new post office near the city’s civic 
center, the postal agency has changed 
the status of the existing Romulus 
operation. 

Starting in April, all letter carriers 
normally working out of the Romulus 
Post Office will be scheduled out of the 
Taylor Post Office, a change which 
the employees believe will decrease 
the service. •

The nearly year-long struggle be- 
tween the Romulus Education 
Association (REA) and* the Romulus 
Board of Education over a new 
teacher contract has ended. 

Both^ the teachers and the board 
have ratified a new pact due to expire 
\ug. 15 with a nearly $800 raise for 
starting teachers, a $1,500 raise with 
teachers having a bachelor’s degree 
and 10 years of teaching experience 
behind them, and a nearly $1,800 raise 
for teachers with a master’s degree 
and 10 years of teaching. 

According to James Garfield, 
school superintendent in Romulus, the 
entire package will cost an extra 
$600,000 next year, including 
something in the area of $200,000 in 
“new” money. 

“The contract was a good com- 
promise in terms of what the fact- 
finder brought out,” Garfield said. 
“We’re pleased to have the teachers 
under contract.” 

Included in Garfield’s total cost of 
the settlement are increases which 
already had been anticipated in the 
fiscal 1976-77 budget for regular in- 
cremental raises and fringe benefits 

Organizer says 


Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart 
and Congressman William D. Ford(D- 
15th District) who represents the 
area, both learned of the change 
Monday as Romulus postal officials 
were being informed of the plan. 

“This is a real blow to Romulus,” 
Stewart said. “It means that the 
excellent service we enjoyed for the 
past five years since becoming a city 
is going down the drain. 

“The overall service in the nation is 
bad enough, and now Romulus’ ser- 


going toteachersand the salaries of 24 
new teachers. 

According to Chris Powers, chief 
negotiator for the REA, the entire 
“new money” package in the contract 
comes to less than $200,000 for the 
district’s teachers. 

Also included in the contract is an 
“insurance option” package which 
allows a teacher to choose between 
three options for a fringe benefit. 

A teacher would be allowed to select 
either health insurance, dental in- 
surance or life insurance as an option 
for a fringe benefit under the plan. 

“It allows a teacher, whose husband 
or wife may be covered by a health 
insurance, to select dental coverage 
instead,” Mrs. Powers ' said “A 
similar amount set aside for health 
insurance would be applied to the 
alternative coverage.” 

In addition, the teachers won 
language which froze class sizes at 35 
pupils and eliminated a measure 
which allowed a class to be increased 
to 38 pupils in “emergency situations” 
declared by the superintendent. 

Despite the settlement without a 
strike, Mrs. Powers said the teachers 
are disillusioned with the process of 
letting a third party work on 
negotiations.

According to a postal official, only 
window service will be available at 
the Romulus facility to ensure 
customers of mailing from the 
Romulus Post Office. 

After learning of the change, Ford, 
chairman of the House Post Office 
Committee in Washington, was

“We expected a report from the fact 
finder Jan. 21 and didn’t get it until the 
middle of February,” she added. “It 
happened because the fact finder 
allowed the ground rules of third 
party intervention on our contract to 
be violated, and it upset the teachers. 

“Despite the settlement, we’re in 
the position of never working without 
a contract to negotiate a settlement 
again.” 

The Romulus teacher pact had 
expired Aug. 16, but despite a strike 
vote, teachers stayed on the job 
throughout the school year and were 
commended for their cooperation in 
educating children by Garfield 

With the settlement hammered out, 
the teachers’ negotiating team has 
approximately two months to rest 
before negotiations are to start on the 
1976-77 contract. 

Final costs of the new package will 
be $77,000 in salary increases with the 
rest of the costs coming for fringe 
benefits and incremental salaries. 
The raises are retro active to August. 

Under the new contract, the top pay 
for a teacher with a master’s degree is 
$20,200, with the top for a bachelor’s 
degree at $17,200 and the pay for a 
starting teacher at $10,200 


that postal officials come to this office 
to detail their reasoning on the change 
in service and to explain why it 
happened virtually under 
Congressman Ford’s nose without 
him being informed,” the aide said. 
Heading the list of officials ordered to 
come to Ford’s office in Washington is 
Postmaster General Benjamin Bailor. 

The change came on the heels of 
action last week by 44 congressmen, 
including Ford, to get a restraining 
order against the Postal Service to 
prevent it from closing what it calls 
“unprofitable post offices” in rural 
communities. 

Ford had instituted the suit against 
the postal service last week to prevent 
the feared closing of the New Boston 
Post Office. 

However, according to aide Frank 
Rathbun, the Romulus action does not 
fall under the same category as that 
covered by the suit. 

“It (the suit) doesn’t address itself 
to the ‘merger’ of operations,” Rath- 
bun said. “It’s talking about the 
closing of entire facilities and denying 
all services in a community.” 

Ford had received assurances Feb 
27 that the New Boston facility would 
remain open only to learn Monday of 
the change in the Romulus operations. 

Stewart said he was “sick of this 
kind of treatment,” adding that 
Romulus had been involved in a 15- 
year struggle to postal service from 
under one roof. 

“When I had first moved to 
Romulus 20 years ago, I had postal 
service from Inkster, and a phone 
number in Wayne,” Stewart said. 
“When we went city five years ago, 
the postal service changed and con-, 
solidated operations which were 
handled out of Wayne, Romulus 
Inkster, Taylor and Belleville under 
the Romulus Post office 

“Now it seems as though we’re 
going back.” 

Stewart added that he would be in 
contact with state and national of- 
ficials on the change.

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Water rate hike fight gains support 


Support for a suburban suit against 
the Metropolitan Detroit Water 
Department is reaching the 30 percent 
level, according to the official who 
first proposed the action. 

Livonia Mayor Edward McNamara 
said he has the firm support of at least 
24 communities, including a pledge of 
up to $40,000 in funds, to join in legal 
action to make the Water Department 
more responsive to its users. 

“I’d say the effort is coming along 
very well, with a good number of the 
92 communities involved in the metro 
water system showing some interest, 
and the 24 pledging between $30,000 
and $40,000 for any possible legal 
action,” McNamara said. “We’re not 
aiming toward a suit, unless it’s 
necessary 


“Right now, we’re meeting with the 
Detroit (Common) Council to see if 
they have guts enough to stand up to 
(Mayor Coleman) Young.” 

McNamara added that a 12-person 
committee, chosen to represent the 92 
communities in the Metro Detroit 
Water system, is hoping to meet with 
the Detroit council within the next few 
weeks to describe the plight in the 
situation. 

“The problem is a rate increase 
which not only hits the suburbs, but 
also strikes at Detroit residents,” 
McNamara said. “It can’t take effect 
until the council approves it in 
Detroit, so we’re hoping to convince 
them of how unfair the increase is.” 

McNamara added that in the past 
rate increases were passed along to 
water users on a fixed price per unit 


basis throughout the water system, 
meaning any rate increase would hit 
the Flint and Livonia water users just 
as hard as the water users in Detroit. 

“In 1972, when the last rate increase 
was approved, it w r as set at 23 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet throughout the 
water system,’’ McNamara con- 
tinued “But now, we’re faced with a 
39 percent increase, which means a 
suburban user who now pay's $2 for 
1,000 cubic feet of water consumption 
will be hit twice as hard as another 
user who is charged $1 

“We feel it’s unfair.” 

McNamara said the move by the 
suburbs isn’t an •’anti-Detroit’’ effort, 
but is an effort instead to bring the 
water board under some sort of ob- 
jective control. 


“We’re looking for a voice in the 
operations of the system,” Me 
Namara added “On a cost basis, the 
water system does approximately 
one-third of its work in Detroit, and 
the remaining two thirds in the 
suburbs, yet by city charter, the water 
board must have at least four Detroit 
members on the 7-member board 

“There’s nothing to bar the board of 
being made up entirely of Detroit 
people ’’ 

McNamara said the construction of 
the board worries him because ap- 
pointments to the post are made by 
Mayor Young in Detroit 

“The man is an irresponsible 
politician,” McNamara said of the 
Detroit mayor. “Just before the rate 
increases were proposed by the water 


board — less than two weeks before 
they were approved by the board — 
Young met with 200 suburban users in 
Southfield and said that there was no 
need to raise the water rates, but that 
there may be a need to raise the 
sewage rates 

“Then when the rates were an- 
nounced. Young held a meeting with 
the water board in his offices to 
discuss the operations of the system, 
and only after the two suburban 
representatives who were in at 
tendance at the meeting had to leave 
because of prior commitments did the 
board then approve the 39 percent 
rate increase ’’ 

McNamara was a member of the 
board at the time, but w as out of town 
on other business, unaware that the 


rate increase question was to come to 
a vote 

“One of the last things 1 had done 
before I was dumped from the board 
was to get an independent auditor to 
come in and survey the water board’s 
books,” the Livonia mayor continued 
“The auditor, Arthur Young, found a 
$5 million surplus in the budget before 
the rate increases were im- 
plemented ’’ 

McNamara said he had no firm 
figures on the budget of the water 
board, but said the 39 percent increase 
would mean a $14 million boost in 
income for the water board That 
would place the water budget for the 
region at the $36 million range, and 
would mean the income would reach 
$50 million after the increase 
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thru-out our store

The rooms in the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools will be filled with the 
sounds of music tomorrow when the 
district joins in the nationwide ob- 
servance of M usic in Our Schools Day. 

With the spotlight on the importance 
of music in education, tomorrow’s 
events will keep with the Bicentennial 
theme. In schools throughout the 
district “America the Beautiful”, the 
national theme song for the day, will 
be performed. 

In the individuals schools the ob- 
servance will involve many of the 
students. 

On tap will be performances in 
many of the elementary schools by 
the junior high school bands and the 
brass section of Eastern Michigan 
University. 

Also in the music vein, Romulus 
Senior High School will host the Class 
A Junior High School Bands, com- 
peting in the District Music Festival. 

Among the plans for tomorrow are a 
guest appearance from one erf the 
performers of the musical “Purlie” at 
Beverly Elementary School, a music 
open house for parents and teachers 
at Harrison and Gordonier 


Elementary schools and a letter 
writing campaign, proposing the 
“Stars and Stripes” as the national 
march, at Mt. Pleasant Elementary 
School 

Wick Road Elementary School will 
be holding a Music in Our Schools Day 
poster contest. 

Other music teachers and students 
participating in the day-long event 
will be Romulus Junior High with the 
construction of exhibits in the school 
foyers, Romulus Senior High School 
with the dissemination of additional 
information, and the obtaining of an 
official proclamation from the 
Romulus Board of Education by the 
music department head in the junior 
high, Richard Kruse. 

According to a spokesman for 
school district, general music in- 
volves students in grades 1 through 6 
for two half-hour periods, with 
singing, listening, playing in- 
struments, note reading and creative 
expression — movement and com- 
posing — part of the activities. 

Instrumental music lessons are 
available to students in grades 4 


through 6 for two half-hour sessions 
weekly, with instruction covering the 
flute, clarinet, saxaphone, comet, 
trombone and drums. 

There also are band and glee clubs 
at the elementary level, for an ad- 
ditional 30 minutes per week, with 
each school choosing several 
delegates for the district-wide 
elementary honors band and choir. 

Seventh graders receive 10 weeks of 
instruction in general music, in ad- 
dition to instrumental music lessons, 
a junior high elective: The symphonic 
band is open to students with'previous 
experience, who are selected by 
audition. 

Students who do not study in- 
strument in the elementary schools, 
can join the concert band and 
beginning classes are offered daily. 
The choir is offered as an after school 
activity. 

In the senior high school students 
can participate in three bands, two 
glee clubs, the concert choir, wood- 
wind or percussion ensemble, or 
music appreciation and note reading 
courses.

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A PANAX EDITORIAL 


Daniel Schorr has been in 
Washington too long. 

There is a thin line that 
divides good, tough in- 
vestigative reports from 
crusaders. 

Schorr, in our opinion, 
stepped over that line. 
Evermore, any audience he 

has must wonder whether he 
is reporting news or 
crusading against whatever 

his fixation is at the moment. 

Schorr is the CBS reporter 
who built his reputation on 
his reporting during 
Watergate and lately on the 
CIA and FBI investigations. 

Much of what he reported 
was based on information he 
obtained from unnamed 
Sources. This is not the most 
desirable technique in 
journalism but, in some 
major situations, is ac- 
ceptable. 

One criterion is the 
reputation for integrity and 
fairness of the reporter 
employing this tactic. 
Recognizing Schorr's 
reputation his unnamed 
source reporting has been 
accepted although the in- 
creasing stridency of some of 
it in recent months has 
raised some doubts. 

But Schorr stretched his 
credit too far. 

The President of The 
United States and the House 
of Representatives, in one of 
their rare agreements, made 
it very plain that publication 
of the House Intelligence 


Sub committee report was 
against the national interest. 

Schorr obtained a copy of 
the report. On the air he 
reported portions of it. 

That was bad enough. 

Schorr went even further. 

He offered the pilfered text 
to a weekly newspaper in 
New York City for full 
publication. In return he 
asked, and perhaps 
arranged, for a payment to a 
reporters' freedom of in- 
formation" committee in 
Washington. Whether that 
payment actually was made 
is not clear. 

Schorr said he arranged 
for the publication because of 
an "inescapable decision of 
journalistic conscience." 

That's another way of 
saying he placed his own 
judgment above that of the 
President and Congress. 

Schorr and his CBS bosses 
will have to decide whether 
he was right in the first place 
in reporting contents of the 
report. 

But Schorr's action in 
seeking out more widespread 
publication of the report — 
with its criticism of the 
"establishment" — than he 
was able to give it over CBS 
was the final step. 

It was the step over thal 
fine line between being a 
reporter and a crusader. 
Both have their places but 
each should be clearly 
identified for what they are. 

This time it was a 
masquerade. •

Millage critical to district's future 


Voters in the Van Buren 
Township School District will 
go to the polls Tuesday to 
decide the fate of two millage 
propositions: One seeking six 
additional mills for 
operations and the other 
requesting one-half a mill for 
maintenance. The latter 
would establish a new ac- 
count. 

How important is the 
successful passage of the 
millage proposals? 

Critical, say school of- 
ficials, who contend the 
district faces an anticipated 
$1.3 million budget deficit at 
the end of this school year 
due primarily to untimely 
cuts in state and county 
school aid. 

The additional millage 
(based on $6.5 per $1,000 of 


assessed valuation) would 
raise nearly $1.45 million in 
new revenue, school officials 
say. The district's tax rate, 
which at 27.65 operational 
mills already is one of the 
lowest in Wayne County, 
would be boosted to 33.65 
mills (excluding 1.33 mills 
for debt retirement). 

Van Buren school officials

back pay to bus drivers, 
while at the same mandating 
the district to begin busing, 
which previously had been 
contracted out. 

Then came the double blow 
that started officials thinking 
in terms of a school millage 
hike — the cutting of state 
and county school funds. The 
latter was particularly 
disturbing because it meant 
the loss of funds for special 
education programs. 

When the school board 
made overtures to cutting 
numerous programs to 
compensate for the expected 
budget deficit, parents of 
school children let out an 
awful howl. 

The board, after agonizing 
several weeks over a course 
of action, finally decided to 
go for the additional millage. 

School officials, who say 
they desperately need the six 
mills to neutralize the ex- 
pected budget deficit, warn 
that if they are forced to cut 
services the entire com- 
munity would suffer — not 
only through the loss of key 
educational programs, but 
there is the very real danger 
of a depreciation in property 
values. (This has occurred in 
other communities). Of- 


ficials say people are less 
willing to make an in- 
vestment where educational 
services are poor. 

In addition, a not-up-to-par 
school system runs the risk 
of losing its accreditation. 

It should not be taken as a 
threat when school officials 
talk about cutting services. 
They have only two alter- 
natives to begin with: Since 
the district cannot legally 
operate with a deficit budget 
it must either increase its tax 
base or cut costs — and the 
latter inevitably means the 
elimination of many 
programs. 

It is not easy for us to ask a 
hard-pressed taxpaying 
public to dig deeper? into its 
pocketbooks, but education is 
a product that must not be 
trifled with. We honestly 
believe that the majority of 
Van Buren School District 
residents would agree 
likewise. 

The success or failure of 
the millage hike dictates the 
school district's ability to 
offer a full educational 
program. We would ask that 
voters show faith in their 
school system and their 
community by voting YES on 
both proposals Tuesday.

New bill could reduce burden 




Small businessman in 'pain ' over tax 


LANSING — Small businessmen who are finding their tax bills skyrocketing 
under the new single business tax imposed by the State of Michigan are starting 
to holler loud enough they’re being heard here. 

The pain is being experienced as they start making the computations to figure 
what they must pay by April 30, when payments are due for the first quarter of 
1976. What some of them are finding are tax bills as much as 10 times higher 
than they paid the state last year. 

Needless to say, that hurts 

As a result. Senate Republican Leader Robert Davis is introducing, with bi- 
partisan support, a bill which would cut the tax burden on small businesses 
with low or nonexistent profits Larger businesses and those making profits of 
more than three percent of their gross receipts would not be affected by the 
change. To qualify, a business would need gross receipts of less than $1.5 
million a year. 

The single business tax was enacted by the legislature last year under 
prodding from the governor It replaced seven different taxes that had been 
paid before by businesses 

There was some misgiving on the part of the business community about the 


tax but the legislature finally bought it because included in it was a one-time 
windfall of $180 million which produced a balanced budget, or at least put the 

state nearer a balanced budget ....... . . ,. „ . 

At the time business representatives and lobbyists descended on the Capitol 
to get the bill written more to their liking and to make sure that it ended up, as 
the governor had said, only producing the same amount of revenue the other

Davis has been given about 150 examples of the effect the tax has had on 
sr^irbusiness^s with one experiencing a tax increase of nearly 3,000 percent 
That one. the worst example Davis has, is a business wluch had grass receipts 
of $410 000 last year and a loss of $2,000 It paid a total of $134 in state taxes last 
vear and if performance is the same, will pay $3,634 this year 
A small construction company which had gross receipts of last year 

and a net loss of $21,000 paid taxes of $590 This year it will pay $2,69^ with the 

same figures.

Davis amendment to the tax would alleviate part of the burden on smaller 
companies whose profits are less than three percent of their gross revenues. 

Companies who either lost money or made a profit of less than one percent 
of Sgross receipts would pay 25 percent of their single business tax bill thev 
would otherwise receive Companies whose profit margins were between one 
and two percent of gross receipts would pay half the tax bill they would 
o the rw i s e^rcce i v e and companies with profits between two and hree percent 
Jould pay 75 percent of their bill. This would apply only to small businesses, 
those with total gross receipts of less than $15 million. 

Davis estimates his bill would cost the state $50 million in revenues, but says 
the tax is producing more than was expected so his bill could be adopted and the 
tax revenues would still equal original projections He faces a problem 
however, in that the legislature is struggling desperately to balance the budget 
and mav grab at anything, even if it is inequitable, to balance things up. Since 
the tax is already in effect, the temptation will be great to keep it with things so

Dr. Bruce B. Graves, a chemistry 
professor at Eastern Michigan 
University (EMU) and husband of 
one of Belleville High School's 
chemistry teachers, recently gave a 
lecture demonstration to assembled 
chemistry students plus a few in- 
terested biology and art students. 
The topic of hW talk was scientific 
glassblowing and the unique 
characteristics of glass. He showed 
by using an oxygen-gas torch how 
pyrex tubing is converted into 
complicated scientific apparatus- 
like condensers, pumps and vacuum 


lines used in research. He demon- 
strated too, such techniques as 
blowing bulbs and huge, balloon-like 
glass kidneys. Dr. # Graves also 
discussed the special properties of 
glass that make all this possible and 
yet at times difficult: as — the 
surprising strength of freshly made 
glass fibers and the unequal ex- 
pansion and contraction of the 
material with temperature that 
results in strain. A video tape of the 
lecture demonstration was prepared 
by the EMU audio-visual depart- 
ment.

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New facility planned near city hall 


Romulus may have to build District Court 


It appears as though Romulus will 
be going it alone on the construction of 
a new 34th District Court Building 
Mayor James C. Stewart said city 
officials are leaning toward building 
the new facility on land adjacent to 
the Romulus City Hall near Wayne 
and Goddard roads. 

"If that happens, I doubt other 
communities will chip in to help us 
build the court," Stewart said. ‘‘It 
would be benefiting our civic center, 
and I don’t blame other communities 
from shying away from that." 

Stewart added that Romulus no 
longer will be saddled with the cost of 
operating the court after the new 
building is constructed, however 
"Wehavea firm agreement that the 
costs of operation will be shared," he 
said. 


Romulus at one time had plans to 
build a court near the city hall-library 
complex at the intersection. However, 
those plans were scrapped in 1973 in 
favor of a program where the five 
communities involved - Belleville, 
Romulus, and the townships of Huron, 
Sumpter and Van Buren - would pool 
resources to build a new structure 
near the Haggerty Road - Huron River 
Drive intersection. 

The need for the new structure 
became apparent when the com- 
munities learned that the Wayne 
County Road Commission (WCRC) 
which operates Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, wanted to Durchase land 
along Eureka Road west of Middle 
Belt Road, on which stand the old one- 
room school house used as the 34th 
District Court and the Romulus fire 
station 


The parcel of land is the remaining 
piece of a large acquisition made by 
the WCRC to expand the airport and 
also is needed for the eventual 
widening of Eurka Road 

Presently, the court operates under 
what court officials say are nearly 
unmanageable circumstances, with 
one judge’s office in a trailer parked 
adjacent to the structure and only one 
court room for the use of the two 
district judges - James B. Stone and 
Henry Zaborski. 

No timetable has been set for 
Stewart for the construction of the 
court, but the mayor said he would 
favor starting the construction 
sometime this year, if possible. 

City plans are to use the money 
given to the community for the pur- 
chase of the court land to build a fire 
station on the corner of Middle Belt 


and Eureka roads to replace the 
existing station near the old court 
building 


"We won’t have any details on the 
amount of money we’ll receive until 
the new court is firmly planned." 


Stewart said. "Then well begin 
negotiations in earnest with the 
Wayne County Road Commission." 


In Romulus 


Building starts slow down 


The Romulus Building Department 
reported a slow month in January, 
with only an estimated $71,600 in new 
construction planned by developers 
during the 31-Day period 
The total is down from a long string 
of $100,000 or more construction 
months in the city during the past 
year, and a 1662,000 month in De- 
cember. 


Included in the totals of new con- 
struction for January are one new 
single family home valued at $26,700, 
eight additions or alterations to homes 
valued at $42,900 and one new sign, 
valued at $2,000. 

Permit fees on new construction 
totaled $366 for the month. 

In addition, some 101 special per- 


mits and licenses were taken out for 
heating, electrical, refrigeration, 
plumbing and construction site work 
during the month. 

Total fees for the permits $1,327 
bringing the department’s income, for 
the month to $1,693. 

The low totals may be due to the 
harsh weather conditions during 
January.

Motion Cullin, support Domen, to 
table action on the resolution until a copy of the bill is received and reviewed. 
CARRIED. 

Motion Cullin, support Kureth, to support Gibraltar’s resolution opposing 
SB1150 allowing a 250 percent increase in taxing power of the Wayne Co. 
Drain Commission. CARRIED. 

Engineer Levine explained the transfer of properties from the Downriver 
sewer to Rouge sewer Disposal District and vice versa. Attorney Axe stated 
both contracts would have to be amended with legal description line and all
